YourTalkabout radio operates with either a Nickel- Metal Hydride (NiMH) 
rechargeable battery or 3 AA alkaline batteries ( battery tray requred). 
The NiMH rechargeable battery will provide approximately 11 hours of 
operation with norrral use. Normal use for the rechargeable battery is approx- 
imately 0.5 hour transmitting, 0.5 hour receiving and 10 hours of standby or 
tronitoring tirre.

To operate Talkabout radios with alkaline batteries you'll need to install the 
alkaline battery tray. Alkaline batteries will last about 30 hours with normal 
use. Norrral use for alkaline batteries is approximately 1.5 hours transrritti ng, 
1.5 hours receiving and 27 hours of standby cr monitoring time.

Alert Tones
